Assad Rule Beset by Tensions, Corruption

Seeking to End Payoffs 

But unease has reached the 
point where even the government- 
controlled press has begun to lash 
out at “the new millionaires,”

Israelis in Poll See No Peace 


Without W. Bank Concessions

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8 (WP). 
—The Israeli electorate believes 
peace with the Arabs is impos- 
sible without giving up some of 
the occupied West Bank but is 
deeply divided on whether Israel 
should do so, according to a pub- 
lic opinion survey in Israel by 
New York pollster Louis Harris.

Carter Again Eyes Jet Sale to Iran

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6 (NYT). 
~The Carter administration is 
planning to resubmit to Congress 
its offer to sell seven highly 
sophisticated planes known as 
Airborne Warning Control Sys- 
tems to Iran, but without the 
Planes’ most sensitive equipment. 

Congressional sources said that 
exclusion of the sensitive crypto- 
graphic equipment, coupled with 
assurances by Iran that the 
Planes will be used only for de- 
fense, are designed to blunt con- 
gressional opposition to the sale, 
which developed in July. Presi- 
dent Carter agreed then to delay 
his proposa] to sell the systems 
to Iran. 

Congressional sources said that 
the President will probably re- 
submit his proposal this week. 
There is some speculation on 
Capitol Hill that the administra- 
tion is seeking to press the $1.2- 
billion sale quickJy, in hopes that 
it can be completed by the end 
of the 1977 fiscal year, Sept. 30. 

‘Higher Ceiling’ Sought 

In doing so, congressional 
sources said, the administration 
till in effect establish a “higher 
ceiling” to work under in selling 
arms abroad next year. Mr, Car- 
ter has promised to curb arms 
sales, and administration officials 
have said that weapons sales In

The planes, sought for several

6 (THT).—Bi- 
ologist Jean Rostand, 85, died 
Saturday in St. Cloud Hospital, 
near his suburban Ville d'Avray 
home, where for 50 years he ex- 
Plored heredity factors with 
experiments on frogs. The fu- 
neral was held today. 

The burial was attended by his 
only child, Francois, and a small 
group of friends. Mr. Rostand's 
wife, in ill health, was absent.

Mr. Rostand took specimens 
from ponds and produced tad- 
poles with mothers but no 
fathers by treating unfertilized 
eges with different stimuli, He 
also did work on frog deformities. 

A pacifist and humanist, he 
rejected the idea that evolution 
favors warlike traits in man 
“Man is a loving animal,” he 
once said “You must not look 
at him only as a ferocious beast 
held back by society.” 

Some of Mr. Rostand's works 
of a philosophical bent included 
“What I Believe” “Can the 
Human Species Be Modified?” 
and “Misgivings of a Biologist.” 
He is estimated to have written 
80 books. 

In recent years, he participated 
in movements promoting disarma- 
ment and abortion and opposing 
nuclear proliferation. His last 
public appearance was in 1972.

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Modern Urbanization in N.Y.C. 


New York City is beset with problems, 
economic, sceial. political, Yet as its citizens 
vote in the mayoral primaries they have nine 
candidates in the major parties—nine people 
who have spent time, energy and money in 
seeking the dubious privilege of trying to 
meet the city’s difficulties This is ironical 
enough. But what is even more so is the 
trouble the candidates have in coming to 
gtips with the basic challenges of modern 
urbanization 

It is easy enough, 2nd accurate enough, 
to point out the economic threats posed by 
New York’s liberality to its unions and its 
welfare claimants. It is not too hard to see 
that the invasion of unskilled — meaning, 
really, agricultvral—labor from the Carib- 
bean and the South, while typical of what 
New Yori: has experienced in almost all the 
waves of immigration that have swept over 
it, poses a special question when unskilled 
labor is largely unwanted by modern indus- 
trialism. But there are also such matters 
as the effect of topography and geography 
upon urbanization today as compared with 
the impact of the same conditions a genera- 
tion or 80 ago. 

New York City. for example, became what 
it is—the metropolis of the Western Hemi- 
Sphere—because, in the first place, it had 
a fine harbor, and so could receive the goods 
and persons who arrived in North America 
by the only means available: by ship. More 
than that, New York, thanks to the Hudson 
and Mohawk Valleys, provided the easiest 
access—again largely by water—into the 
heart of the continent. The construction of 


the Erie Canal made It possible for barges 
to go from the harbor to the Great Lakes, 
whence the Ohio and Mississippi Rivers were 
readily accessible, And even when the rafl- 
ways came in to challenge the canals, the 
former found it easier to go along river val- 
leys than to confront mountain passes. 

On those qualities New York was born and 
grew. But then came the automobile and 
the plane, and topography became less nec- 
essary to 8 city, as vast stretches of ter- 
ritory were opened up by road and air 
route. True, the clitles—as agglomerations 
of humantfty—not only persisted. but grew. 
Indeed, the original -political dimensions 
were soon outgrown. New York has not only 
spread to nearby counties but is going 
beyond them. On Long Island, the city com- 


ties of Kings and Queens are diminishing; - 


so is the next county—-Nassau; Suffolk 
County, at the end of the island, is the one 
that has seen the greatest rise in population. 

It is probable that the privately owned 
automobile is chiefly responsible for this 
urban sprawl. It is becoming visible In most 
industrial nations, with profound social im- 
plications as the agricultural and pastoral 
populations diminish in proportion to those 
of the cities For urbanization has great 
impaci ou cultural, educational and health 
problems, and urbanization —despite the 
troubles of New York City as a political en- 
tity—remains the most significant factor in 
today's society. But just what that signif- 
{eance 18, and how it can be coped with, 
politically and economically, has hardly been 
clarified by the eager candidates in New 
York’s mayoral campaign. 


U.S. Tax Reform: End the Disgrace 


On the stump, candidate Carter was 8 
fiery tax reformer. He pledged that if 
elected he would eliminate the complexities 
and inequities of the nation’s income tax 


system, which he called “a disgrace to the 


human race.” Now the time has come. 
President Carter must end the disgrace. The 
post-Watergate reformist spirit in Congress 
and the country offer him a rare opportu- 
nity to turn the decade-old dreams of tax 
reformers into a reality. When the Pres- 
ident finally announces his long-awaited 
plan, perhaps later this month, we shall 
learn if Jimmy Carter will be remembered 
as the first serious tax reformer in the 
modern White House or as just another of 
the postwar presidents who only talked 
tough. 

The misguided reforms of the past have 
produced a patchwork tax system that is 
outrageously unfair, complex and inefficient. 
More, it is morally corrosive in a democratic 
society that tries to enforce tax laws with 
voluntary compliance.

Wages are taxed more severely than money 
earned on the sale of capital assets such as 
a honse or a boat. A person who lives royally 
off the interest from municipal bonds pays 
no income taxes. Many rich people pay 
no more taxes than the near-poor. And, 
despite recent corrections, a few hundred of 
the super-rich still pay none at all. 

These inequities result from a tax system 
set up to do more than any tax system can 


do, Taxes should raise government revenues’ 


—Pperiod. But the United States over the 
years has abandoned this logic and encrusted 
the tax code with deductions, exemptions, 
exclusions and preferences for a variety of 
good, bad and indifferent purposes. 

The system encourages business to build 
factories and to export. Individuals and 
companies are encouraged to invest in cattle 
feeding, lumber, real estate, and oll; to give 
to charities, buy municipal bonds, and even 
to rent safe-deposit boxes. Such special tax 
provisions are exceptionally attractive ways 
for legislators to aid their favorite causes 
because changes in tex laws require no 
appropriation of public funds. 

The experts call these incentives tax ex- 


penditures or tax subsidies. Most people call - 


them loopholes. Yhe Treasury raises $300 
billion a year in personal income taxes and 


$40 billion more from corporations. The gov- 
ernment gives away about $100 billion 
through these tax subsidies. 

Over the years, the degeneration of the 
tax system may have been politically expe- 
dient but It makes no sense. Tax subsidies 
have sucked money into shoddy investments 
metely to maximize after-tax profits. The 
money would do the country more good if 
it went inte investments that maximized 
profits before taxes, too. Moreover, the 
proliferation of tax gimmicks has left tax 
rates on ordinary income very high. The 
top rate now is 70 per cent on the richest 
Americans. Many of the tax breaks are 
applied as deductions rather than credits, 
thus perversely handing out more of a sub- 
sidy to the rich than to the less rich.

The U.S. Tax Code has grown so complex 
and the loopholes so enticing that few tax- 
payers dare to confront them unaided. They 
buy advice from accountants and lawyers 
or get it free from the Internal Revenue 
Service. But the Tax Code’s 1,100 pages and 
the volumes of subsidiary regulations and 
court rulings are so complex that often even 
the experts are uncertain. One result of the 
confusion is that voluntary compliance has 
supped in recent yéars. That means more 
people are making more mistakes—not all 
accidental. 

We favor sweeping tax reform. We favor 
an end to all personal deductions except a 
tax credit for family size, and an end to 
all business deductions for club dues, yachts, 
sports events and first-class air tickets. We 


‘favor an end to all business and individual 


tax shelters. such as the mineral depletion 
allowances. Domestic International Sales 
Corporations (DISC) and al the complex 
real estate tax dodges. We favor total in- 
tegration of corporate and individual tazes. 
And we favor the transformation of tax 
expenditures into outright federal subsidies: 
they should meet the test of public scrutiny. 

Filing one’s income taxes each year under 
the new system should require littie more 
mental dexterity than balancing one’s check- 
book. In a recent talk, Treasury Secretary 
Blumenthal seemed to rule out the sweep- 
ing reforms needed to end this disgrace to 
the human race. Radical tax reform, he 


said, “makes some people tremble.” We 
would tremble at anything less.

An Unauthorized Life

NEw YORK—Here is a letter | 


from an unautherized person. 
He is angry and confused. 
While driying on a rural road in 
New England recently, he was 
stopped by ἃ sign that said, "No 
Unauthorized Persons Permitted 
Beyond This Point—vViolators 
Will Be Prosecut- 
ed.” The rest of 
his letter follows: 

Although I had 
been seeing this 
odiously discrim- 
inatory sign all 
my life, it was 
not until thismo-- 
ment that I real- 
ized how sick SR ae. 
and tired of it I 
Baker 
written that the authorized per- 
sons of the Earth had the right 
to prosecute the unauthorized? 

If I had deliberately set out 
in life to become an unauthoriz- 
ed person and had pursued this 
ambition through the dens of 
depravity, there might have been 
some excuse for excluding me 
from uninteresting roads, the 
parking jots of bureaucrats, air- 
port locker rooms and ali the 
other fascinating places to which 
only authorized persoms are ad- 
mitted, 

But I had not deliberately 
sought my miserable status, It 
had simply happened to me. As 
some people are born with turn- 
ed-up noses and some with silver 
spoons in their mouths, I was 
born an unauthorized person 

"Three times convicted of being 
an umauthorized person, I had 
escaped prison only through the 
boon of plea-bargaining, under 
which prosecutors had agreed to 
recommend mercy if I pleaded 
guilty to conspiracy to circum- 
vent the use of zip codes on my 
outgoing mail. 

The fourth time I was not so 
lucky. At Naticnal Airport in 
‘Washington, I had barged into 
the copilot’s coffee shcp for a 
doughnut to get me through an 
early morning flight to Cleveland 
and was trapped in 2 police 
stakeout, The judge gave me 
three years for being an unau- 
thorized person with a doughnut, 
but the prison wouldn't let me 
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in, as unauthorized persons were 
not permitted except on visiting 
days, 

T offered to camp outside the 
walls, but the warden sald he 
would prosecute me if I tried it, 
because unauthorized persons 
were not permitted 4o tent within 
1.000 yards of the barbed wire. 

There was nothing to do but 
Bo home and face the ignominy 
of telling everybody I was un- 
qualified for prison. Instead, I 
decided to see the country. The 
trip was a disaster. Police every- 
where had ceen mug shots of me 
on post office walls and were alert- 
ed that I was @ dangerous un~- 
authorized person capable of 
trespass without warning, 

They were waiting for me all 
over Washington, where I seem- 
ed to be the only unauthorized 
person in town. They were wait- 
ing for me when I tried to see 
the President. the Congress, the 
Pentagon and the Supreme 
Court, as well as my dossiers at 
the FBI and the CIA. 

Two can play at this game, I 
said to myself, and went home, 
and posted signs on my street 
that said, “No Authorized Per- 
Sons Permitted Beyond This 
Foint.” 

Authorized men appeared at 
my house. “Are you authorized 
to post signs?” they asked. 

I asked if they were authoriz- 
ed to ask questions, 

They said they'd ask the 
questions. 

T said I wasnt authorized to 
answer questions, 

They said who was authorized 
to answer questions on my be- 
haif, 

I said I wasn't authorized to 
tell them. 

They said what was I au- 
thorized to do. 

I said I wasn’t authorized to 
do anything. 

They had never seen an un- 
authorized person before. They 
went for their guns. 

The judge is tired of seeing 
me back in court, He promises 
to drop the charges if I agree 
to beccme ‘authorized, but we 
are in a stalemated position. I 
went to the authorizing office 
today, Unauthorized persons are 
not permitted past the recep- 
tionist.
